Mrs. Miriam E. Ferguson, first 
woman candidate for the governor- 
ship of Texas, was optimistic today 
about the outcome of the Demo- 
cratic ‘run-off" primary next Sat- 
urday. Former Gov. James E. 
Ferguson, her husband, has been 
active for weeks in his wife's be- 
half and has made many bitter at- 
tacks on her opponent. The attacks 
were directed not only against the 
Ku Klux Klan, which has indorsed 
Judge Robertson, who led the early 
primary, but the former Gover- 
nor’s speeches also brought Rob- 
ertson's war record into the cam- 
paign. 

In a statement today, Mrs. Fer- 
gus0n said: 

“Prohibition is not an issue with 
me. Iam running for Governor, 
not Mr. Ferguson. I am capable of 
discharging the gubernatorial du- 
ties. and Robertson has merely 
seized upon the liquor issue as @ 
hood to hide even his own hood of 
the Ku Klux Klan. 

“Because ‘Jim’ (Mr. Ferguson) 
understands this thing of running 
about the State. denying untruths 
so common in elections, it does not 
mean that I am mentally defi- 
cient, as my opponents would in- 
timate. 

“Thank goodness, I've finished 
my summer fruit preserving.

LLINOIS OPERATORS 
URGE CUT IN WAGES 


Say 35,000 Miners Are Job- 
less and Unions Should Of- 


fer to Break Pay Contract. 
> 


By the Associated Press. 

HERRIN, Ill, Aug. 21.—A re- 
duction in wage scale was suggest- 
ed by operators as “the principal 
remedy—for the current depres- 
sion in the Southern Illinois 
industry at a round table discus- 
sion here yesterday afternoon un- 
der the auspices of the Herrin 
Lions’ Club. 

Regional officials of the United 
Mine Workers had declined to par- 
ticipate in the conference, holding 
that debate on wages would be fu- 
tile since the International presi- 
dent of that organization had an- 
nounced “‘there will be no wage re- 
duction” and no recession from the 
three-year contract signed at Jack- 
sonville, Fla., last spring. 

All spéakers said that conditions 
were “deplorable.” It was esti- 
mated that 35.000 IlHnois miners 
were unemployed, while some 50,- 
000 were working only a few days 
each week. 

“The present wage scale is tm- 
possible, and it is a stone around 
our neck.”’ declared Herbert Tay- 
lor of Chicago. an operator. “The 
nonunion fields of Western Ken- 
tucky are taking our business 
away every day. The entire coal 
industry has been in a slump, but 
this district has been hit harder 
than othefs 
before. The miners are partners 
with the operators. They should

coal requirements ,of the _ state, 
while today they are fyrnishing 
leas than half of those require- 
ments.

Republican 
politicians here were” warned 10 
days ago that Gen. Dawes, their 
candidate for the vice presidency, 
would attack @he klan, but now it 
is saiq he will not do it. 

The “Invisible Empire’ is ¢x- 
tending its organization into all of 
the New England States. Vermont 
had escaped the activities of the 
order until a few days ago, and 
now klans are being established in 
a number of counties. 

The contest in Texas is very bit- 
ter. Former United States Senator 
Joseph W. Bailey, who denounced 
woman suffrage, and said he 
would never vote for a woman for 
office, has recently declared he ‘will 
swallow his views on that subject 
and support Mrs. Miriam A. Fer- 
guson for Governor against Judge 
Robertson, the klan candidate. 

Kian Seeks to Control State. 

Former Postmaster-General Al- 
bert S. Burleson, friend and advo- 
cate of William Gibbs McAdoo and 
opponent of woman suffrage, has 
announced he will vote for Mrs 
Ferguson. In making his position 
known, he denounces th@ Ku Klux 
Klan in unmeasured terms. His 
vigorous attack on the hooded or- 
der has caused. much comment 
here. 

“The only issue,” he said, “is: 
Shall the affairs of this State be 
administered by a Governor con- 
fessedly blinded by intolerance and 
saturated with sectarian and racial 


prejudice; shall liberty of con- 
science and freedom of religion be 
upheld, or shall narrow bigotry be 
Riven full sway?

Every effort will be made to hold 
a big demonstration in St. Lou‘s 
on Defense Day, Mayor Kiel said.

Col. H. D. McBride of St. Louis; Col. 
Albert Linxweiler of Jefferson City, 
Maj. E. N. Bowman, U. 8. Army. 
National Guard instructor in Mis- 
souri. and Charles Bartlett of Kan- 
sas City, representing Maj. Beach 
of Kansas City.

SHAVER POINTS TO DAWES’ 
ATTACKS ON CONGRESSMEN 
IN SPEECHES TWO YEARS AGO 


Democratic Chairman Says Men Whom Nom- 
inee Then Assailed for Cowardice 
Were Republicans 
'

WASHINGTON, Aug. 21.—Sug- 


gestion was made by Clem L. Sha- 
ver, chairman of the Democratic 
National Committee, in a statement 
last night, commenting on the ac- 
ceptance speech of Charlies G. 
Dawes, Republican candidate for 
the vice presidency, that Dawes 
“interpret himself before the cam- 
paign progresses much farther. 

“References which Candidate 
Dawes made in his speech of ac- 
ceptance to ‘widespread demagogy 
in legislative bodies,’ ”"’ Shaver said, 
“and to ‘aggressive minority or- 
ganizations behind selfish purposes’ 
were wanting in specifications, but 
these may be found In addresses 
he delivered before he became his 
party's nominee for the vice presi- 
dency. In his previous statements 
Mr. Dawes made the application 
he seemed to have intended but 
avoided in his latest speech. 

“Mr. Dawes said on Tuesday: 

“ "We are face to face with an 
abnormal condition in this country, 
existing because of lack of respect 
for law, caused by widespread 
demagogy in legislative bodies, in 
part by weakness of many of those 
commissioned to execute the law 
and in part by the existence and 
activities of aggressive minority 
organizations behing selfish pur- 
poses.’ 

Dawes’ Views Two Years Ago. 

“Nearly two years ago—when 
Mr. Dawes was not running for of- 
fice—he gave what he then offered 
as an expert explanation of the 
subservience of Congress and the 
unsoundness of Federal legislation. 
He was speaking at the dinner 
given him by the New York section 
of the National Budget Committee 
in New York. r 

“One of the reasons we have 
this trouble (with the subserviency) 
of Congress) is the direct primary,’ 
declared Mr. Dawes. ‘Look what 
the direct primary law has done 
to Congress. Read the roster of 
Congress and think what the 
names meant 25 years ago, and 
read it today. Pusillanimous fel- 
lows!’ 

“One may pause to say that the 
Congress Mr. Dawes was criticising 
at the time (Oct. 13, 1922) was 
overwhelmingly Republican. It 
was the Congress which enacted 
the profiteer tariff and attempted 
to pass the ship subsidy bill.
